Examiner disagrees. Yost teaches: " Broadcast module 20 enables users to define services (e.g., queries and reports) that are to be run 
against an OLAP system such as server system 14 and data warehouse 12 based on a predetermined schedule. A "service" as used 
herein should be understood to include one or more reports that are scheduled to be run against data warehouse 12 by server system 14. 
Broadcast module 20 also enables users on the system to subscribe to one or more services and then broadcast module 20 outputs the 
results of these services to subcribers according to criteria established by the subscribers." 

It is apparent that Yost discloses the mobile terminal determines a receiving schedule based on the complementary information as 
claimed in the claims 1 and 8. / 
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
